church here yesterday. Dr. S. Parkes 
Carman, pastor of the Central Con­ 
gregational church of Brooklyn, who 
w’ent to the border as chaplain of the 
Twenty-third New 
York 
regiment, 
said: 
“Conditions are such now- that a 
gentleman of my calling, I believe, 
would he unwilling to take a chap­ 
lain's position. 
There sfiould be a 
higher standard of chaplains in the 
army and a weekly 
attendance 
at 
divine service by soldiers should be 
a matter of discipline and army regu­ 
lations.” 
Dr. Carman declared, “If we were 
doing in this country what Canada is 
doing at this moment along military 
lines we should have ready at any 
time 11,009,000 men to guard our bor­ 
ders, but unfortunately we have let 
individualism become so prominent a 
feature of our existence that we still 
have some way to go in order to fully 
realize our nationalism.’*

EGG SHORTAGE WAS NEAR THERE ALSO 


Meant Prices W ent Up on Monday— 
Butchers Pay Half to One Cent 
More for Pork and Beef 
—The Latest News. 


Kansas City, Mo., NOV. 74.—Present 
prices for cream ery bu tter are the 
highest ever quoted in early Novem­ 
ber, a dealer said yesterday. On the 
local butter, eggs and poultry board, 
extra creamery soils in round lots tor 
thirty-five centi* a pound, first, thirty- 
two and one-half emits and seconds, 
tkirt\-one cents, 
An advance of half 
a cent was quoted yesterday morning. 
Packing stock hrs not sold for more 
than 
twenty-light 
cents, 
although 
twenty-nine cents as asked Saturday. 
Grocers’ prices are three to six cents 
higher. 
A year ago cream ery butter 
was 
wort Ii four and one-half to five cents 
less and packing stock nine cents 
less. 
Eggs also have touched the top No­ 
vem ber price, thirty-eight cents a »loz- 
en for extras iii wholesale lots. 
Retail 
dealers quote w hatever they think 
they can get for them. 
Receipts of 
fresh eggs are small, not enough ar­ 
riving in Kansas City in a day to sup­ 
ply one large hotel. 
There is a possibility in the near 
future, about Christmas, that the sup­ 
ply will be greatly reduced and the 
price of the few that cran be secured 
will be almost prohibitive. 
A year 
ago extras 
were 
worth 
thirty-one 
cents. 
The government report for Novem­ 
ber I shows Blocks of eggs in cold 
storage in the United States am ount­ 
ing to *2,794,295 cases, 75.8 per cent of 
the number a year ago. 
Butchers paid from one-half to on*' 
cent more* a pound for most of their 
m eats yesterday. 
The packers de­ 
clared the* advance was only on pork 
and fancy beef 
They said the price 
cf pork was no* as high as a month 
ago. at that, and the scarcity of fancy 
beef was responsible for a rise in that 
class. 
There was no advance in th ' 
price of plain b**ef. they said .

St.. Louis, Mo., Nov. 14.—The first 
test cases in Missouri of the Adamson 
wage law were filed in the United 
States district court yesterday by the 
Missouri Pacific railway, through the’ 
receiver, Benjamin F. Bush, and by 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy rail­ 
road. United States District Attorney 
Arthur Oliver, for the Eastern district 
of Missouri, and Francis M. Wilson for 
the Western, and various heads of rail­ 
road brotherhoods were mentioned as 
defendants. 
Write of subpoena were 
asked. 
The suit is for an injunction to re­ 
strain the institution of legal proceed­ 
ings against the railroads by the de­ 
fendants to recover wages under the 
law or impose penalties for violations 
of the statute. Judge Dyer issued an 
order setting November 27 as the date 
on which the defendants shall appear 
in court and show’ cause why a tem­ 
porary 
injunction 
should 
not 
be 
granted. 
Other defendants named in the Mis­ 
souri Pacific petition are <5. W. An­ 
derson, J. IL Corn, J. E. Moran and 
C. J. Maddock, representing railroad 
brotherhoods. 
The petitions are sim­ 
ilar. 
The heads of other railroad or­ 
ganizations or brotherhoods named in 
the Burlington petition are Clarence 
A. Dooley, F. A. Duphorne, Louis P. 
Lambert, George L. Payne, Harry Sei­ 
zer. 
Benjamin 
M. Morrison, 
Davis 
Hoffmann, T. Y. Walker, Ernie Walls, 
and Harry Murphy. 
These men are 
union heads located in various towns 
throughout Missouri. 
Allege Act Is Unconstitutional. 
The two complainant roads assert 
that by the Adamson act they are de­ 
prived of their liberty and property 
without due process of law, and in con­ 
travention ct the fifth amendment of 
the constitution of the United States. 
They hold the act to be unconstitu­ 
tional and void, and allege that its 
terms are vague and uncertain. 
The petitions further allege that the 
law is contrary to the principles of the 
filth 
constitutional amendment be­ 
cause it is signally discriminatory in 
that it does not include electric street 
railroads, interurban lines and inde­ 
pendently owned railroads not exceed­ 
ing lt>0 miles in length. It is pointed 
out that the district attorneys men­ 
tioned jus defendants would, in pursu­ 
ance of the duty imposed upon them 
by law, be forced to prosecute under 
the Adamson wage law.

temporarily, 
pending 
the 
granting of a perpetual injunction, 
w hich 
is 
prayed for. The railroads 
take the stand that they are without 
adequate remedy at law. 
The complainants ask that the stat­ 
ute may be declared unconstitutional, 
I bal the defendants be perpetually en­ 
joined from bringing criminal proceed­ 
ings or prosecutions for the purpose 
of enforcing any rights arising out of 
the law and from bringing suit to re 
cover wages based on Uie provisions 
of the statute, and that pending the 
issue of the perpetual 
injunction 
a 
temporary injunction be 
issued 
re­ 
straining defendants front instituting 
suits of any description until the final 
hearing and the order of the court has 
been given. 
The Missouri Pacific complaint dif- 
' tors in that it adds to the compass of 
alleged discrimination under the fifth 
amendment, stating the law discrim­ 
inates by not applying to many thou­ 
sands of employes other than train­ 
men. 
It points out that this discrim­ 
ination is a true legal distinction be­ 
tween employes. 
Purpose to Increase Wages. 
The complainants say they are will­ 
ing to keep special accounts under the 
direction of the court to insure the 
complete protection of all employes. 
Should the law subsequently be de­ 
clared invalid and a temporary injunc­ 
tion not have been granted, the peti­ 
tion points out, the loss sustained by 
the railroads could never be repaired. 
This loss, obviously, would be in paid 
salaries with no recourse for a refund 
from employes. 
It is showm on the face of the xYdam- 
son wage law, the railroads assert, 
that its purpose is not to limit ttye 
hours of labor for the protection of 
employes, but is solely and exclusive­ 
ly an act increasing the wages affect­ 
ed thereby. 
Each petition covers approximately 
175 pages of type and many of these 
are devoted to intricate samples of 
salary accounts, rates of pay and vari­ 
ous methods of computing same as to 
hours and mileage. 
Under the pres­ 
ent scheme of things pay is figured 
bv both mileage and by the hour, con­ 
sequently with the enforcement of the 
Adamson wage law’ much contusion 
and complaint are bound to follow’, 
railroad 
men 
say. 
These intricate 
windings of future trouble were spok­ 
en of recently in a talk on the Adam­ 
son wage law* by Charles Nagel, sec­ 
retary of commerce and labor.
